Still an Incubus on City. 

The polfce have done some work. They 
claim’ they have done the best. that 
could be done, and yet the wagrant ne- 
groes. along with some whites, still re- 
main an fncubus on the city. 

The people are asking the reason. They 
want to know why vagrants cannot be 
gotten rid of under such a stringent 
act.as the Calvin law. 

An attendance on the session of the 
police court may explain this matter 
to some extent. Even under the Calvin 
law {it !{!s still difficult to define ex- 
actly what a vagrant {s. A negro is 
arrested for loafing on the street. He 
is taken before the recorder and bound 
over for vagrancy. In the higher court 
he shows that he was working ‘“‘some”’ 
when arrested by the police. He proves 
thar. he worked one day this week and 
two days that week. He proves that 
he has .two three dollars in his 
pockets, that probably has been egiven 
him since his incarceration. A white 
man’ has* been found for whom the pris- 
oner’s old mother probably cooks, who 
is willing to testify that the defendant 
has a goog character for a negro. When 
this defense goes to the Jury. the de- 
fendant is acquitted. 


Negroes Can Live Cheap. 

This !s the way most of the cases 
go. . The law does not say how much or 
how often a man must work. Ele must 
simply make a living.

urday as pay day, and Monday as a day 
on which to frolic.

There is no law against any man taking 
a day off to rest up. To arrest all the 
negroes indiscriminately would be an in- 
justice an] hardship to many good ne- 
groes. Innocent negroes are often ar- 
rested and have to be turned loose. 

There is no doubt, say the police, that 
there are in the city today not hun- 
dreds but thousands of negro vagrants 
who. never Work a day in the week. It 
is thig class that is a menace and a 
danger to the people. 

Chief Jennings has worked hard on 
the matter and he says he will continue 
te use every police power at his com- 
mand to stop loafing among both whites 
and. blacks. 

One remedy may be a less strict con- 
etruction of the Calvin law, and this may 
be tried in some of the courts.

As the 
spelling reform committee shall adopt 
new reforms, they will be added to the 
president's list and also to that of the 
public printer. 

While the order to the printer today 
does not contemplate an immediate re- 
form in the spelling of official docu- 
ments from the executive depart ments in 
Washington, it is regarded that more 
than likely the respective heads of the 
departments will fall in line with the 
president’s ideas and have their official 
documents printed in the new spelling. 


On June 18, last, the simplified spelling 
board made public a list of 300 simpli- 
fied spelling which had been decided up- 
on by the board.. The list is as follows
